The English Language in the Tents of — 


Japheth. 


Under this head, one of the Baptist mis- — 


sionaries to India, now ona visit to this 
country, furnishes to the Watchman and 
Reflector the following article on the Eng- 
lish language. | 


Were an unlettered Englishman to be 
wrecked on the coast of Germany, he would 


be surprised to find, in the language of the 
people, a large mass of words of common 
origin with the roots of his mother tongue. - 


He would readily see that these words de- 
signated things and acts which lay at the 
basis of existence, and could not possibly 
have been introduced by commerce, or any 
casual connection, but must have origina- 
tel with the people themselves; hence the 
conviction weuld be forced upon him, that 
the English andthe were branch- 
es of a common stygk. Had he a taste for 
philology, he might collect all the words he 
foind of the same origin, and these lie 
would know must bave been the language 
of their common ancestors. This, without 
the aid of histories on parchment or paper, 
would be more certain than records engra- 
eu on the rock forever. - 


i» When I reached Burmah, and opened 


the Buddhist sacred Pali books, I was as- 
tonished to find them abounding in words 
common tothe English language, for at 
that period, Bopp’s researches had not ‘yet 
risen above the literary. horizon. These 
words, too, 1 observed, were the routs of 


the langnuge, not the derivatives, and con— 


stituted the most ancient part of the tongue. 
The inquiry at once arose, whence came 
this Pali language, which in its original 
grouud-form must have been spoken by iny 
ancestors? 

J found that Pali was that dialect of the 
Sanskrit, which was spoken from the Gan- 
ges to the Indus, when Alexander invaded 
tiilia, three centuries before our era; and 
that it has been preserved as a dead 
language in the sacred books of the Budd- 
hists, as its nearly related dialect, the Sans- 
krit, has been in the Brahminicadl books.— 
In tracing it back through its dialects, we 
are led into Cashmere, after leaving the 
valley of the Ganges to the head quarters 
of the Indus; for the Cashmere is a branch 
of the Sanskrit. Westward are Afghanis- 
tun and Beloochistan, where dialects of the 
same tongue are still spoken; while coins 
of the ancient kings of Bactris, a king- 
dom northwest of Cabal, with Pali inscrip- 
tious, abound in the cabinets of Indian and 
European numismatologists The Arabs 
have pushed their conquest and their lan- 
nsiderable extent into Persia,

_is really howogenous, all its parts proceed- 
ing from the common language spoken in 
the family of Japheth. before the disper- 


| have traced the Pali and Sanskrit. 
_ Then, whatever words we find common 
| to Baglish, and Pali, or Sanskrit, must 
| have formed a part of that original tongue 
which was spoken by Japheth and his sons. 
No extended comparison has ever been 
made, but the results of my own imperfect 
investigations make it manifest that the 
Englishtanguage in its principal roots, was 
spoken in the family of Japheth. The Ja- 
phetic language was much more copious, 
but far nearer the modern English with its 
namerous accessions from otker tongues, 
than any other European language, ancient 
or modern. 

It was formerly said that the English 
langurge could not he thoronghly under- 
stood without some knowledge of Saxon, 
Latin, Greek. Increasing light now 
compels us to say that it cannot be fally 
understood, without some knowledge of 
Pali and Sanskrit. These being absent, all 
our philological studies in the Japhetic lan- 
guage are extremely imperfect; and the 
greatest deficiency in our colleges is the ab- 
‘sence of any provision~for instruction in

| eminent barrister; and afterwards accepted 
an appointment as reporter for the same 
paper which employed his father. It can- 
not be doubted that this occupation, in a 
city like London, was the means of devel- 
oping his remarkable powers for the obser- 
vation and description of ‘life. The exist- 
ence of genius is often unknown to its pos- 
sessor until developed by peculiar circum- 
stances.; as the waters of Meribah were 
concealed in the rock before they were 
made to flow by the rod of Moses.

sitign. Mr. Serjeant Talfourd was, in ear- 
ly lite, a reporter for the ‘Times ; and has 
become eminent as a dramatic poet, an uad- 
vocate, anda parliamentary speaker, In 
1834, Mr. Dickens first appeared us an au- 
thor, by contributions to the Old Monthly 
Magazine, and assumed the sobriquet—Boz; 
a name by which he has long been as well 
known as by his patronymic. These pa- 
pers were wel! received, without obtaining 
for him high reputation as a writer. In 
1836, during the recess of Parliament, 
when the Morning Chronicle was not press- 
ed with articles for publication, he inserted 
sketches, by Boz ; and the public attentiou 
was at once arrested by bis merits, as an 
author. These sketches, with his fermer 
contributions to the Monthly, were re-pub- 
lished in the same year, in three volumes, 
with illustrations by Cruikshank. He then 
commenced the publication of the Pick- 
wick, Papers, with a very limited circula- 
tion—the third number not exceeding four 
thousand. When the series was coupleted, 
the circulation amounted to thirty thou- 
sand copies. Oliver Twist and Nicholas 
Nickleby [followed in rapid succession ; and 
when they were completed, Dickens—who 
had been a writer only five ycars—at the 
age of twenty-seven, was,with the excep- 
tion of Byron and Scott, the most popular 
author of the century. In consequence of 
the reputation he had obtained by these 
creations of his genius, Master Humphrey’s 
Clock had a circulation much more nomer- 
ous than any of lis previous works. | 

- When I say that Dickens is, with two 
exceptions, the most popular author, I do 
not design to assert that he is the best wri- 
ter, of the century. His meritsas a sriter 
place his works among the standard pro- 
ductions-of genius; but will not allow us to 
assign them, apart from bis subjects, as a 
reason for his extraordinary fame. This 
arises as much from the character of his 
subjects, as from the composition.

Dickens entered on a 
field where the scythe of the reaper had not 
commenced the harvest; unless we consider 
him a disciple of Fielding, who,in the His- 
tory of a -Foundiing, producéd the first 
English work of fiction which was painted 
from nature, and is therefore called the 
father of the English Novel. He finds his 
heroes in the lanes and alleys of a great 
city: the massive buildings which confine 
the victims of crime and misfortune, are in- 
vested with an interest surpassing that 
which before had belonged to fabled cas- 
tles; our sympathies are enlisted in the fate 
of misery and guilt clothed in rags, and bow- 
ed down by wretchedness. He describes 
the sufferings and patient virtues of those 
who appear in the humble walks of life, and 
eloquently appeals to the finest sympathies 
of our nature, which, under all circuins' an- 
ces, connect man with man. | a 


The remark has often been made, that 
wecannot judge of the personal character 
of an author from his writings. The re- 
mark may be true if confined to portions 
of his words; but the view of the whole 
will give us some defined idea of his moral 
creed. A licentious man could not  ensily 
be a voluininous, and a chaste writer. The 
voleanic fire within the mountain would 
sometimes burst out, and melt the snow on 
its summit. Sterne should not be judged 
by his chapters on Le Fevre, Maria of 
Moulines, and the Dead Ass. They give 
us nO reasou to suppose the writer would 
refuse to make provisions for his suffering 
mother. His true character is better in- 
ferred from Tristam Shandy. The Tale of 
a Tub, and Gulliver’s Travels- furnish the 
correct view of the man who could break 
the heart of poor Stella. But all the wri- 
tings of Dickens allow us to infer that he 
would provide an independent support for 
his father; that he would be most exem- 
plary in the discharge of all the duties of 
the domestic and social relations; that he 
would suffer intense agouy from the loss of 
a sister. He confers honor on his country 
and his species; and every admirer of geni- 
us in union with virtue, will wish that he 
may live to erect—if he have not already

Society, in New York. This speech pro- 
duced a great sensation, and added to the 
popular estimation in which Be had been 
advancing during the few weeks he had 
preached in that ciiy. It also prepar- 
ed the way for the enthusiastic reception 
which awaited him when he appeared in 
other sections of the country. A contempo- 
rary writer, speaking of one of his sermons, 
says, “The man realized the ethereality of 
his nature: then he felt, at least while the 
lucid rays of eloquence divine were emitted 
from the almost irradiated speaker, his high 
and holy calling. Powerful, indeed, was 
the effect produced by this memorable ser- 
mon. Long and deep was the respiration 
which the audience drew, when the speaker 
sat down amid the commingling scintilla-- 
tions of light which himself had kindled.— 
From this time he was follewed by ap- 
plauding, delighted multitudes: neither did 
that voice cease to charm, nor that divine- 
ly illumined intellect fail to pour light into 
the understanding, and to carry conviction 
to the heart, until death closed those lips, 
and the soul, as ina chariot of fire, ascen- 
ded to our God and his God.” His popu- 
larity was great—beyond all precedent.— 
All denominations crowded to hear him; 
when he was expected to preach, multitudes 


of all classes of citizens surrounded the 


Churches before the doors were opened; 
and hundreds were excluded, as the build- 
ings could not contain them. He walked 
up the aisle, looking to neither side: his 
motion being neither slow nor rapid; but 
graceful, calm, meek, and saint-like. So 
great were the crowds, that Mr. Summer- 


field was repeatedly obliged to enter by 


the windows. The celebrated Dr. Mason, 
of New York, when in the ripeness of in- 
tellectual vigor, visited London; and such 
was his popularity, that the crowds com- 
pelled him to adopt the same made to ena- 
ble him to ascend the pulpit. : 
In 1822, Mr. Summerfield was brought 
to the lowest stage of bodily health by a 
violent hemorrhage of the langs; and, by 
the advice of his medical attendants, sailed 
for France at the close of that year, and 
passed several months in Marseilles and 
Paris. During this period, the Anniversary 
of the Protestant Bible Society of France 
was heldin Paris; and he was the bearer of 
the official congratulations of the American 
Bible Society, of which he was a director. 
He prepared an address for this occasion, 
Which was translated into Freneh by the

de Steel—and was read to the Society by 
a friend, as the author stood by his side.

Yet 
amoug men as a rule, each is rich unto himself 
orhis own household. Notso Christ. The very 
opposite. He does not spread out his treasures 
to win admiration as Crossus disclosed his valu- 
ables to Solon. He makes no display of treas- 
ures untold. “The gold and the silver are the 
Lord's, The cattle upon a thousand hills are 
his. The sea is his for he made it: his hands 
also formed the dry land.” “The earth is the 
Lord's and the fullness thereof.” Everything 
above and below is his. Yet all this exists for 
his creatures, He openeth his hand and suppli- 
eth all their wants, All these things are provis- 
fons for men. ‘I'be food of the earth and its 
beauty and its wealth are for God's creatures, 
and all the wealth of the stars is for his creatures. 
This is the way, and the only way, in which God 
is wealthy. He is rich in a countless houschold, 
and in power to supply all their wants and to 
make them them all happy. He feeds the ravens ; 
and he satisfieth the wants of every living crea- 


‘tare. We are made partakers of God’s wealth. 


We are to regard it as the child regards the in- 
heritance which is made and held for him. Only 
that this wealth is inexhaustible. “Oh how great 
is thy goodness which thou hast laid up for them 
that fear thee : for them that hope in thy mercy.” 
The word “rich” denotes, to’ have in store more 
than is needed for present use. Does a fear ever 
start in our minds that the creatures on the earth 
may sometime be Jeft to starve ?—that the soil 
of the earth shall become exhausted of its pro- 
ductive power, that the sun shalljlose its life-giv- 
ing warmth, that the clouds shall fail and the 
streams dry up, and the fishes die in their beds, 
and the cattle pant and sink down on the hills, 
and man’s store-houses become exhausted and 
the race perish amid the gnawings of hunger 

the pinings of thirst? Ohno, God is wealthy 
for all the wants of his creatures in all coming 


time; and neither body nor soul need perish.— 


God can give the soul its “daily bread” forever. 
He has wealth—provisions beyond the present 
need—tn infinite abundance for all his creatures. 
Of all who fill the universe of God, not one shall 
ever come to his table, feeling that there is any 
lack of supply. ‘Think, oh think! of the innu- 
merable wants of a single soul, of your soul; 
then think of the infinite wenlth of God towards 
his creatures—if he has such resources, such 
“goodness laid up.” It is wonderful: it is ama- 
zing. Call no man rich, because he has a little 
gold. Nones rich but God. 
but God only.” And all that wealth and all 
that goodness is for his crea ures, just as freely 
as a father's wealth is for his child. But the 
riches of God’s mercy are more wonderful than 
those of his Jove. Mercy is love for the unde, 
serving ; kindness to the unworthy. “But God 
who is rich in mercy, for his ‘great love where- 
with he loved us, even when we were dead.in 
sins, hath quickened us together with Christ, (by 
grace ye are saved,) and hath raised us up to- 
gether and made us sit together in heavenly 
places in Christ Jesus. That in the ages to 
come, he might shew the exceeding riches of his 
grace in his kindness towards us through Christ 
Jesus,” Here more particularly, are the “un- 
searchable riches” which Paul bad in mind in 
his frequent use of this word, peculiar to himself, 
in his epistles: the riches of mercy :—goodness 
to the undeserving and the vile : unfailing good- 
ness: a wealth most wonderful and unsearchable 
for all present and future possible wants of the 
soul. Mark the words which we have quoted. 
If we are made partakers of the mercy of Christ, 
we are not only restored to the place which 
Adam lost, but we are carried forward to the 
place which Christ the second Adam holds.— 
He hath made us sit together in heavenly places 
in Christ Jesus. It is wonderfully true that we 
are so connected with Jesus, that his resurrection 
ensures ours, and his position determines ours. 
We are to sit with Christ together in the heav- 
enly places, and to partake of his blessedness and 


ory. 
Is Christ rich towards us, that we should be 
poor towards others? If our own souls do ap- 
preciate the riches of Christ, we shall long that 
others may possess them. But when we chase 
this world’s riches as they do, alas! then it is in 
vain that we speak to them of treasures in Christ. 
As Christ is rich towards us, let us be towards 
others; with something of that richness which 
wade Paul's lite worth a thousand times more to 
the world than are the mines of. California— 
worth more than ten millions of such lives as 
those of Astor or Gerard. But again, in return 
for this richness of Christ towards us, it is de- 
manded that we “be rich towards God,” not lay- 


searchable riches of goodness and mercy, it is a 
small thing that we be required to be rich in 
gratitade and in gracious affections towards him, 
from whom we are receiving, are forever to re- 
ceive so much. If we reap heavenly things, it 
is but a-small thing that we return such grati- 
tude and love as we are capable of rendering, 
and such works as are the fit fruitd and encourag- 
ing evidence of the true, requisite affections. Let 
us think of Paul's example in this respect, and

render. 

Once more, “The same Lord over all is rich un- 
to all that call upon him.” Rich unto those 
who are poor in this world’s goods, and who 
also are not rich in faith. Give not all your en- 
ergies to the strife for worldly wealth. It might 
not bless you. It does not bicss the majority of 
those who holdit. It is a curse and a canker to 
Pursue not after it. Desire it not inordi- 
nately. But ob, seek that blessing of God which 
maketh rich and addeth no sorrow. We do 
| counsel men to seek an interest in the everlasting 
mercies of Christ. Who is rich ? 
has bis sins. forgiven him. He ig rich who has 
@ peaceful conscience. He is rich' who has com- 
munion with Christ. He is rich who is the heir 
of a life in heaven immortal and blessed. To ob- 
tain this wealth, no perjury of your conscience 
is pecessary; no robbing yourself of peace: no 
selling of yourself. It is only to “call apon him.” 
It is only to cry oat like the blind beggar, “Have

Hon. Peter Parker, M. D., late missionary of 
the American Board in China, and recently ap. 
pointed Commissioner to that country by the 
U. S. Government, made the following remarks 
at the late meeting of the American Board at 
Utica. 

“What is to be the issueof the great revolu- 
tion now in progress in China, it is difficult to 
say. ‘I'he finger of God is apparent inal! that is 
there transpiring. 1 would remark that Tae 
Ping Wang, has carefully watched the move- 
ments which have taken place under him. The 
errors and the blasphemies which are found on 


the part of the insurgents, cannot have him for 


their author. The influence of Tae Ping Wang 


‘seems weakened by those associated with him.— 


claims to be in direct communication with 
the Heavenly Father, and to have received di 
rections where to administer the bamboo, - etc.— 
But his errors, if they were pointed out to him,. 
he would be as ready to correctas any one. He 
would avoid every error, and embrace only the 
truth. 

Unquestionably horrible atrocities have been 
committed by the soldiers, both of the insurgents 
and the imperialists. At the capture of Shang- 
hae, a soldier was seen with as many buman 
hearts as he could hold, warm and dripping with 
blood. And at the recapture of Amoy, the 
butchery of those who fell into the power of the 
‘victors, was too revolting to mention. By day 
was seen ascending the smoke of burning villa- 
ges, and by night the fires of burning dwellings. 
At one time five thousand were ordered to be
